One of these circulars, for example, 
promises that “with your first orde: 
we will include our confidential! 
wholesale price list which will con- 
vince you that you can make real 


money by merely showing your 


friends our pictures.” 

Just what are these porno- 
graphic materials? They are pic- 
tures of sexual relations, but not 
with what might be called the nor- 


mal average type of sexual rela- 
tions. There is no interest in that, 
but usually only with sexual perver- 
sions. 

The usual method of producing 
these pictures is a relatively inex- 
pensive operation. A photographer, 
a room in an out-of-the-way hotel or 
motel, and the necessary characters 
for the film or still photograph are 
the only requirements. There is 
usually no attempt to put a plot in 
these films. They only show as many 
variations of abnormal sex practices 
as the 400 feet of film will contain. 

Of great concern is the fact 
that in many of these films and still 
photographs young girls, a great 
number in their early teens, and

in these pictures portraying inde- 
scribable perversions. 

At the same time the motion 
picture is being made still cameras 
photograph scenes for sale in indi- 
vidual pictures and to make up a 
series Of still photographs for use on 
ordinary playing cards. 

Once a negative is made thous- 
ands of prints in both motion pic- 
ture and still photographs can be 
made. 

Probably the largest selling 
item in the still photograph field is 
the deck of 52 playing cards with 
different scenes of perverted acts 
shown on each card. These cards are 
very cheaply manufactured and pro- 
duced, the cost of production and 
packaging being approximately 12 
cents. The price on the retail market 
of these cards is $5 and thousands 
of decks are produced and sold an- 
nually. This item is particularly 
suited for sale to young boys in 
junior and senior high school as they 
are small in size and can be sold in- 
dividually among the students at 
prices ranging from 15 cents to 25 
cents per card and passed around 
among many students. 

There are many variations in the 
printed stories and comics. One type 
that reaches most juveniles is the 
commonly called “2 by 4” comic 
booklet, These are the crudest types 
of cartoon drawing usually portray- 
ing some popular comic strip or 
prominent person performing per- 
verted sex acts. The production 
cost of these booklets would be a 
fraction of a cent each. They are 
sold at prices ranging from 10 cents 
to 50 cents each and are produced 
and sold by the hundreds of thous- 
ands. 


Anoruer booklet is the com- 
monly called French Novel or 4 by 
9 booklet that contains 32 pages of 
printed story and 4 perverted pho- 
tographs. The stories in these book- 
lets are indescribable in the manner 
in which they present material de- 
signed to excite the passions of the 
reader. It was thought by the sub- 
committee in the beginning that 
these books were imported as they 
usually bore the name of a French 
concern and the word Paris on the

The Bible 
in Spain 


Accorpine to a recent news item, 
more than 1,411,363 copies of various edi- 
tions of the Bible have been sold in Spain 
in the past decade. This is equivalent to 
about one copy for every 20 persons. 

The Association for the Development 
of Biblical Studies in Spain and Latin 
America (AFEBEH) has taken a special 
interest in spreading Sacred Scripture 
among the people. Since 1952 the AFEBEH 
has printed five editions of the “Four Evan- 
gelists” with a total publication of 300,000 
copies, and it is preparing a sixth edition 
of 80,000 copies. The organization is now 
printing a new edition of the Bible. It will 
also publish a Scriptural handbook contain- 
ing many documents of the Church con- 
cerning the Bible. 

Another publishing firm, Editorial 
Catolica, has played a major role in the 
translation and spread of the Bible through 
its Library of Christian Authors. The Li- 
brary has printed numerous editions of the 
New Testament and the four Gospels at a 
popular price. 

We cite these figures in case you should 
run across anyone who contends that the 
sale of Bibles is against the law in Spain. 
The country has a population of 28,751,000. 
Of these, 20,000 are Protestants. The other 
28,731,000 are Catholics. But some of the 
20.000 have been trying to flood the coun- 
try with a version of the Scriptures that is 
offensive to the 28,731,000. The 28,731,000 
have protested against this attempt on the 
part of the 20,000, and the Government has 
stepped in to limit the circulation of the 
offensive publication. 


Reporting of these events in the United 
States has somehow tended to give the im- 
pression that the Catholic Church in Spain 
is keeping people away from the Bible. 
Nothing could be farther from the truth. 


At the same time, we are apprised of 
an exchange in the readers’ column of the 
London Times regarding belief in the 
Scriptures. 


An Anglican clergyman suggests that 
a candidate for Orders should never be 
asked: “Do you unfeignedly believe all the 
Canonical Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testament?” 


This clergyman believes that such a 
question can neither be sincerely asked nor 
truthfully answered by the great majority. 


Another correspondent assures. the 
English that “all concerned recognize that 
the oaths and declarations are a meaning- 
less and anachronistic formality.” 


In seizing our Scriptures and trying to 
use them against us, it is as though they 
were trying to beat us over the head with 
our own club, only to find that the club 
has turned soft in their hands; and now we 
are forced to remind them that regardless 
of how Protestants may view the Bible, no 
one belongs to the Catholic Church unless 
he accepts every book, chapter, and verse 
of both the Old and the New Testament as 
the Word of God.

(Continued from page 1) it has been de 
termined that they are. printed in this 
country and usually done very crudely, 

Of more recent origin is a new type of 
pornographic book which is larger than the 
French Novel and printed in full color 
This book ‘retails for approximately $10 to 
$25 as against the price of the smaller book 
of $3 to $5. 

There is also an extensive traffic ip 
regular hard-bound novel-type _ books 
which are entirely pornographic in the 
story they tell and in the pictures that are 
used for illustrations. 

In addition to these there are a great 
variety of colored slides, still photographs, 
metal objects, rubber objects and plastic 
articles that are sold at tremendous 
profits. 

‘Members of the Senate Subcommittee 
to Investigate Juvenile Delinquency are 
greatly concerned that a large segment of 
the American people has no understanding 
or knowledge of the existence of this ma- 
terial so easily available. They report that 
there is no doubt that a “very large per- 
centage of the pornography produced in the 
eo States reaches the hands of juve- 
niles.” 


Tue report states that “schoolyards 
and the streets in the immediate vicinity of 
schools are lurking places for smut ped- 
dlers. Some operate on foot, some from 
parked cars and even inoffensive candy 
shops and stores close to schools are known 
to have engaged in under-the-counter 
trafficking in pornographic items. Condi- 
tions like these breed the involvement of 
children in the racket itself.” 3 

And no one can sit back and think 
“well, I know there’s no pornographic ma- 
terial around here. My kids are safe.” 
the map accompanying this article clearly 
shows, every state in the union has at least 
one retail contact of known pornography 
distributors. 

This means that wherever you live ia 
this country there is someone selling po 
nographic material near-by. And notice 
that these are contacts of known porno 
graphy distributors. If all of them wert 
known, there’s no telling how widespread 
this evil has become. 

It has become so widespread mainly 
because the problem has always beet 
treated as an insignificant one. Too few 
people, including law enforcement agencies 
and our courts are aware of this racket. It 
is therefore vital that people come to real- 
ize just how dangerous and insidious porno 
graphy has become.

Part I 


The idea that there is in child- 
hood, even in the earliest years be- 
fore the age of five, a considerable 
amount of interest and activity 
which can be described as sexual, is 
one that seems startling and incred- 
ible. It is not of course sexual in the 
full sense because the organs and 
glands of sex are not mature, but it 
is a fact that the interest and the 
“experimentation,” as one may put 
it, of young children in bodily dif- 
ferences, their capacity- for stimulat- 
ing erotic sensation, have a particu- 
lar intensity and quality about them 
which renders them at least akin to 
sex. Those who maintain that these 
activities are no different to any 
other form of curiosity or pleasure in 
physical activity in childhood, are 
unaware of, or refuse to accept the 
evidence for, their difference. 

This early “embryonic” sex life 
is obscure and largely unconscious; 
the degree to which it may be mani- 
fest varies a great deal with tem- 
perament, and with the child’s ex- 
perience with other more precocious 
children. Normally it goes partially 
underground at about the age of 
six, with the onset of a more social 
or “gang” phase, and again becomes 
more active at puberty.

to a bad environment, the sexual 
instincts are less controled and har- 
monized, and may become manifest 
at any age. It is important therefore 
not to isolate sex difficulties and be- 
havior from the rest of the child’s 
personality, but to realize that they 
are often means of seeking the at- 
tention and friendship which he has 
lacked. It is a way of filling an emo- 
tional vacuum. 

Any sexual form of behavior at 
any age, but especially in the young- 
er children must not be met with 
signs of disgust and horror, because 
this is the surest way to fix it in the 
child’s mind, with the result that he 
may be prevented from ever acquir- 
ing a riormal healthy attitude to sex. 

What is certain in the experi- 
ence of every psychiatrist is that un- 
due severity in these matters, induc- 
ing a feeling of excessive guilt, may 
have most serious consequences 
later. I have seen more than one 
case where these early “perversions” 
were unwisely handled with the re- 
sult that later, usually at adoles- 
cence, there was a regression to 
similar behavior which then became 
truly a perversion: or other cases 
where one of the roots of severe neu- 
rosis was the punishment meted out 
for some incident of this sort. 


Part LU 


We have become aware there- 
fore of two aspects of sex in child- 
hood: one being the realization that 
sex is no longer considered to appear 
fully developed only at adolescence, 
but that it does manifest itself, if 
only in shadowy and primitive 
forms, and in various stages, from 
early childhood; though it may not 
be conscjously realized as such till 
adolescence. Secondly, it is not to be 


considered as an isolated aspect of 


the self, but as an integral part of 
the personality; so that it not. only 
permeates, as it were, the whole self, 
but also develops, is expressed, and 
experienced according to the nature 
and development of that. personal- 
ity. This is shown by the fact that 
the more maladjusted or neurotic 


the child, the more is there likely to 
be some form of abnormal or at least 
exaggerated sex behavior. 


These two aspects have a bear- 
ing on the vexed subject of sex edu- 
cation. In the first place it is clear 
that it has to begin very young, and 
there is really no great difficulty 
about this, at least in theory, since 
it is agreed that the questions of a 
small child on the subject should 
be answered simply, but frankly and 
truthfully. Secondly, it follows that 
a mere knowledge of the physical 
aspects of sex is not enough to avoid 
trouble and to promote a normal 
healthy attitude towards it. (Freud 
himself points out that mere sex in- 
structions might be more harmful.) 

It is a subject of: knowledge 
which has to be integrated as a 
human function with the social, 
moral, and spiritual aspects of the 
human person. Moreover, it is high- 
ly. charged with emotions of all 
kinds: wonder, curiosity, desire, 


guilt. It ranges from animal lust to 


the most exalted forms of love. A 
knowledge of sex may be accepted 
by one child with calmness, another 


- with awe, another as a joke, yet an- 


other as an incitement to direct ac- 
tion! This is an argument against 
the giving of class instruction on hu- 
man sex, since it must be -given to a 
group of a heterogeneous kind. 


Part Ill 


To return to the beginning: the 
ideal way of sex education, in the 
full context of education, comes by 
way of the parents’ replies to their 
children’s questions at all ages. We 
are met with the difficulty however 
that children vary, even in the same 
family, as to the extent of their 
questions; some will ask lots and 
some never a one. If the parents 
have suffered from much “repres- 
sion”- themselves, the children are 
dimly aware that any question will 
cause embarrassment. Many parents, 
even of a younger generation, are 
unable to answer these questions 
sensibly. Recently a mother told me 
how her small boy aged six, on the

Yet it remains 
true, I think, that the simple physi- 
cal facts must be taught in appro- 
priate stages, and then fitted into the 
context of life as a whole. 

In this way the whole subject of 
sex and morality can be put in the 
right perspective at those ages—pre- 
puberty and adolescence — when 


these matters have to be assimilated 
and integrated within a new aware- J 


ness, no matter what the child may 
already know. In this way the ideas 
of modesty and chastity which are 
integral to Christian and Catholic

Instead of offering case _his- 
taries of in-law problems, which 1 
must be granted do exist, it may be 
helpful to examine some of the real 
contribtuions of in-laws.

Ly Palestine there are 
two seas. Actually they are 
lakes, but are called seas. 
One is the Sea of Galilee, 
also known as Genesareth, 
which is located in the 
north. The other is the Dead 
Sea which is located in the 
South. The Dead Sea is so 
called because nothing can 
live in its Waters nor grow 
on the land surrounding it. 

You will remember that 
the Sea of Galilee is where 
Jesus performed a miracle 
by calming the tempest and 
walking on the water. What 
a great number of fish were 


caught that day, too! This 


lake was and still is re- 
nowned for its abundant 
fish.

From 
caring for the sick and 
needy, visiting prisoners, in- 
fluencing young lives for 
good—right on to taking 
care of the outlaw, Billy the 
Kid when he was wounded 
in a gunfight! 

Sister Blandina was fear- 
less in her great love for 
God. The story of her life 
is thrilling.

We 
use the word to mean those 
people who study about God 
for years and years, to learn 
all that they possibly can 
about Him. 

When young men are 
preparing to be priests they 
spend at least four years 
studying about God in a spe- 
cial way, so, for those years, 
we call them theologians. 

But later on when you 
hear people use the word 
theologians they will prob- 
ably be talking about the 
great teachers about God 
whom we have always had 
in the Church,

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St. Augustine 


Ox August 28th the 
Church celebrates the feast 
day of St. Augustine. He was 
a famous scholar and writer 
who was born at Tagaste on 
November 13, 354. Tagaste 


was near Carthage in Af- 


rica. St. Augustine’s father 
Was a pagan, but was con- 
verted to the Catholic Faith 
before he died. St. Monica, 
Augustine’s mother, was a 
devout Christian. Augustine 
was brought up in the Cath- 
olic Faith by his mother. 
When he was a young man, 
Augustine fell away from 
the pious teachings of his 
mother. He lived a very sin- 
ful life which caused her 
great sorrow. St. Monica’s 
great grief, her many tears 
and prayers could not make 


Soon after, Augustine re- 
turned to Africa. He was 
made a priest and when he 
was thirty-two his mother, 
St. Monica, died. When 
Augustine was forty-two, he 
became Bishop of Hippo. 
Hippo is now called Bona in 
Algeria, Africa. Augustine 
held this office until his 


death at the age of seventy- 


six on August 28, 430.

Jim Enright, a Benton Harbor, Mich., boy, who 
made good in the big city of Chicago, has been writ- 
ing baseball for several years for the Chicago Ameri- 
can. While spending d week on vacation, we've asked 
his views on the tight senior circuit race. 


P pmapetpHta Phillies’ manager Mayo Smith 
appeared to be watching a tennis match. His head 
bobbed back and forth as he viewed a small army of 
humans milling around Chicago’s Midway airport one 
afternoon last December. 

Finally a friend tapped the Florida-bound passen~ 
ger on the shoulder and asked: “What are you doing, 
counting the house?” . 

Apparently surprised at being recognized in the 
middle of the milling masses, Smith answered: “I’ve 
seen many baseball crowds that weren’t this big. Its 
truly amazing seeing so many people moving so fast 
trying to get someplace. I'd like to be coaching at 
third base sometime and see about a tenth of this 
turnout heading for home in Phillies’ uniforms.” 


Mention of third base provided a new opening for 


Smith’s visitor. Unfolding a late edition, he turned to | 


the sports section and a headline reading: Cubs Trade 
Jackson to Dodgers. 

Mayo pleaded: “Tell me that again. You mean to 
say the Cubs have traded Randy Jackson to Brook- 
lyn? 

“What are the Cubs trying to do, make sure 
Brooklyn wins the pennant for two or three more 
years? Maybe they’re content to play solely for sec- 
ond place. Not me. Right now that’s about all that 
is left. The Dodgers made a real good deal. They've 
landed somebody who can do something besides play 
third base and give ’em added long distant hitting 
power. , 

“If Jackie Robinson is going to close out his 
career as a third baseman Jackson is capable of giving 
him a real good run for the job. Maybe the Cubs 
didn’t consider it, but they automatically have made 
an even greater competitor out of one of the greatest 
competitors baseball has even known. Robinson isn’t 
poe to yield his position to anybody without a fight. 

ackie will go all-out to keep Jackson on the bench.” 

It wasn’t until, July 31 that Smith’s friend had an 
opportunity to recall that chance meeting, and Mayo’s 
airport speech proved as true as a compass.

Brooklyn was behind, 1-0, the first time Robinson 
came to bat in the second inning. By the time he 
faced Gone Conley, Carl Furillo had singled. | 

The crowd greeted Robinson with boos, still re- 


membering earlier remarks that were anything but 


complementary regarding Jackie’s summation of the 
entire Jersey City setup—the Dodgers’ second home. 
The boos soon turned to cheers as Robinson blasted a 
home run to give the Dodgers a 2-1 lead. 

Milwaukee tied it up in the ninth. The Dodgers 
had two on with one out when Robinson batted again. 
This time he smacked another tremendous drive to- 
ward the deepest part of center field. Brooklyn went 
on to take the next two games for a 3-1 series edge, 
and the Dodgers were back in the pennant plot. 

Mayo Smith, wise to the ways of baseball pen- 
nant pressure, called the turn back in December. He 
knew what Robinson meant to the Dodgers. 

It would be great for baseball if Milwaukee or 
Cincinnati could unseat the Dodgers to prove the first
